Today  Brigham  Young  University  students  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  accept  or  reject  an  amendment  proposal  to  their 
studentbody  constitution.  It  is  important  that  students  be  aware 
of  the  changes  that  will  be  made  if  the  amendment  is  passed, 
since  it  will  affect  their  governmept  and,  hence,  ^ultimately 
themselves.  , 

One  part  of  the  amendment  proposal  provides  for  elected 
representation  to  the  legislative  group  for  all  members,  instead 
of  the  present  system  of  only  partial  membership  of  elected  repre- 
sentatives.

BRIGHAM  Young  University 
students  today  will  vote  during 
registration  on  an  amendment 
to  their  constitution. 

A large  vote  is  expected,  since 
nearly  all  of  the  University’s 
approximately  8,000  students 
will  be  handed  ballots  as  part 
of  the  registration  procedure. 

Passage  of  the  amendment  re- 
quires an  affirmative  vote  of  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  voters, 
provided  that  at  least  half  of 
the  studentbody  votes. 

IF  THE  amendment  passes, 
these  things  will  happen: 

1.  The  Legislative  Council 
will  become  the  “Senate,”  and 
membership  will  consist  of  24 
elected  members  instead  of  the 
present  39-member  group,  con- 
sisting of  both  elected  and  ap- 
pointed members. 

2.  A group  of  sub-committees 
will  be  appointed  from  within 
the  Senate  to  handle  specific 

I areas  of  legislative  concern. 

I 3.  The  studentbody  president’s 
! chairmanship  of  the  group  will 
! be  revoked,  and  he  would  be 
! merely  another  member,  while 
j the  other  four  members  of  tlie 
I Executive  Council  would  no 
longer  be  members  of  the  legis- 
lative group. 

4.  OFFICES  AND  duties  for 
the  Senate  and  its  members 
would  be  outlined. 

5.  The  block  ‘Y’  is  defined. 
Student  government  spokesmen 
expressed  hope  that  if  the 
amendment  is  passed,  the  peren- 
nial argument  about  just  exactly 
what  a block  ‘Y’  is  would  be 
settled. 

Studentbody  President  Wid 
Tingey  last  week  spoke  optimis- 
tically about  the  chances  for 
passage  of  the  amendments. 

HE  URGED  students  to  vote 
during  the  amendment  election. 

Dallas  Merrell,  junior  class 
president,  hailed  the  amendment 
as  a “progressive  move,,  calcu- 
lated to  make  the  student  legis- 
lative body  a streamlined,  ef- 
ficient and  workable  body.”  : 

If  the  studentbody  passes  the 
amendment,  a special  election 
will  be  called  by  Tingey  to  fill 
the  four  vacant  scats  which 
would  be  provided  for  one 
member  of  the  freshman,  sopho- 
more, junior  and  senior  classes. 

THE  STUDENTBODY  presi- 
dent said  that  if  the  proposals 
are  passed,  he  will  call  the  spe- 
cial election  "as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible." 

A similar  Legislative  Council 
reform  was  attempted  last  year, 
but  it  failed  because  less  than 
the  required  50  per  cent  of  the 
studentbody  voted  in  the  amend- 
ment election. 


At  present,  the  Legislative  Council  has  a membership  of 
nearly  40  members.  It  is  an  unwieldy  group,  and  often  its  mem- 
bers are  so  disinterested  that  a quorum  cannot  be  raised.  Because 
of  its  size,  debate  over  petty  matters  is  often  protracted.

PLANS  ARE  nearly  complet- 
ed for  the  33rd  annual  Leader- 
ship Week  which  is  expected  to 
attract  thousands  of  LDS  Church 
members  from  all  over  the 
world  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity campus  next  June  18-22. 

Fifty  chairmen  and  depart- 
mental leaders  met  in  a lunch- 
eon meeting  at  the  Joseph  Smith 
Building  this  week  to  hear  in- 
structions and  receive 'the  first 
draft  of  the  printed  program  for 
the  annual  week  of  lectures, 
classes,  exhibits,  workshops,  and 
entertainment.  Leadership  Week 
is  designed  to  pack  into  con- 
centrated programs  helps  for 
church  members  in  their  ward 
and  stake  activities  and  for  their 
personal  improvement.

Win  Recognition, 
Attain  High  Speed 


TWO  COEDS  of  the  secretari- 
al training  department  have  won 
recognition  in  a shorthand  test 
by  maintaining  the  speed  of  160 
words  a minute  for  five  minutes 
with  an  accuracy  of  95  per  cent, 
announced  Prof.  Russell  Stans- 
field  of  the  department. 

The  two  students  are  Sandra 
Smith,  a junior  from  Las  Vegas, 
Nev.,  and  Connie  Lamb,  a fresh- 
man from  Las  Angeles,  Calif. 
These  girls  are  now  working  to- 
ward the  goal  of  175  words  a 
minute,  which  will  entitle  them 
for  the  Gregg  National  Gold 
Medal  award. 

PROF.  STANSFIELD  stated 
that  the  ability  to  take  short- 
hand at  this  speed  will  enable 
the  secretary  to  meet  the  Meeds 
of  all  dictators,  while  the  secre- 
tary who  takes  shorthand  at 
only  100  words  a minute  may 
have  difficulty  and  find  confu- 
sion in  taking  dictation  from  60 
per  cent  of  their  dictators. 

In  the  past  six  years,  majors 
in  this  department  have  attained 
the  following  speeds:  four  stu- 
dents-have  passed  the  200-word 
test  and  eighteen  have  attained 
the  speed  of  175  words  a minute.

Constitution  Committeewomc 
Discusses  Amendment  Votinc

The  real  decision  before  the 
studentbody  in  today’s  election 
is  to  choose  a purely  represen- 
tative government.  Under  the 
qonstitutional  change  the  com- 
plement of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil would  be  duly  elected  either 
by  a class,  Associated  Women 
or  Associated  Men  Students,  or 
the  entire  studentbody. 

The  alternatives  have  been 
presented  through  public  opin- 
ion, the  newspaper,  and  open 
forum.  It  is  now  left  to  the  stu- 
dentbody to  consider  the  alter- 
natives when  they  vote.  The 
vote  should  be  for  the  amend- 
ment and  what  it  represents — • 
a major  step  toward  complete 
representative  government  in  all 
phases  of  studentbody  organiza- 
tion or  the  alternative — the 
present  system  and  delay  of  a 
new  form  of  government. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome  of 
the  election  plans  have  been 
made  for  open  forums,  an  en- 
larged constitutional  committee 
with  open  meetings,  and  counsel 
from  legal  experts  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  the  many  am- 
biguities which  exist  in  the  pres- 
ent constitution.  Students  have 
been  attempting  the  past  three 
years  to  assure  such  a govern- 
ment and  the  election  results 
will  not  hinder  the  progress  to- 
ward this  goal.

NC  State  95,  BYU  81 

North  Carolina  State,  No.  2 in 
the  nation,  sizzled  to  an  impres- 
sive 95-81  victory  over  previ- 
ously fifth-ranked  BYU  at  Ra- 
leigh before  8,000  partisan  fans. 

All-American  center  Ron 
Shavlik  led  the  NCS  attack  with 
28  points  in  addition  to  playing 
an  excellent  game  off  both  back- 
boards.  He  was  aided  by  hard- 
driving  Vic  Molodet,  with  25, 
and  John  Maglio,  with  22,  in  the 
scoring  column. 

Terry  Tebbs  hit  for  26  points 
and  received  a standing  ovation 
from  the  rabid  Carolina  faithful 
for  his  brilliant  all-around  ef- 
forts. 

Although  the  Cougars  held  an 
early  14-10  lead,  the  Pack  tied 
the  score  at  20-20,  after  which 
the  officials  went  to  work  and 
slowed  down  the  visitors  enough 
to  give  State  a 45-39  lead  at  the 
half. 

BYU  outscored  the  Pack  from 
the  field  in  the  first  half,  but 
lost  out  when  NCS  continually 
paraded  to  the  foul  stripe. 

BYU  84,  Colo.  53 

■Brigham  Young  reached  amaz- 
ing heights  when  they  ran 
through  the  vaunted  Colorado 
defense  \ for  84  points  before 
6,328  faithful  at  the  Fieldhouse. 

Leading  the  Cougar  attack 
was  Pedersen,  who  tanked  25 
points.  He  was  followed  by 
Tebbs  (14),  Rowe  (12),  and 
Pinegar  (10).  Ranglos  led  the 
CU  offense  for  the  second 
straight  night  as  he  flipped 
home  21  markers. 

Tebbs  and  Pinegar  led  Brig- 
ham Young  to  an  early  18-8 
lead,  and  the  Cats  were  never 
headed  from  that  time.  Peder- 
sen dunked  in  eight  more  points, 
as  the  Cougars  paced  their  way 
into  the  van  35-23  at  halftime. 

Rowe,  Pedersen,  Tebbs,  and 
Jack  Anderson  were  high  scor- 
ers in  the  second  half  which 
saw  the  Cats  open  up  margin  of 
55-41,  63-42,  79-51,  and  84-53. 

BYU  70,  Colo.  53 

The  Cougars  started  like  a 
three-alarm  fire,  raced  off  to  a 
36-16  halftime  lead,  and  cruised 
to  an  easy  70-53  win  over  tall 
Colorado  before  6,533  at  Provo. 

Coach  Watts’  cagers  threw  up 
a tight  defense  at  the  harassed 
Buffs,  who  could  muster  only 
six  field  goals  during  the  first 
half.  The  BYU  fast  break  was 
also  set  up  by  alert  defensive 
play,  as  the  Cougars  time  and 
time  again  stole  CU  passes. 

The  Brighams’  combination  of 
Terry  Tebbs  and  Herschel 
(Soup)  Pedersen  played  major 
roles  in  the  Cat  victory,  as  both 
scored  20  points  apiece.

BYU  tied  the  game  at  75-all  on 
free  throws  by  Ed  Pinegar  and 
Herschel  Pedersen,  before  the 
home  club  clinched  the  fray  on 
Ron  Kramer’s  hook  and  a trio 
of  foul  pitches. 


Pinegar  swiped  a Wolver- 
ine pass  and  dribbled  in  to 
cut  the  margin  to  one  point. 
With  15  seconds  remaining, 
Harry  Anderson  stole  another 
pass,  drove  in  and  was 
knocked  to  the  floor,  although 
no  foul  was  called.  The  home, 
team  regained  possession,  and 
froze  the  ball  for  the  rest  of 
the  contest. 

Pedersen  racked  up  24  points, 
and  Terry  Tebbs  hit  for  22  to 
pace  the  Cat  offense,  while  All- 
American  Candidate  Kramer  led 
all  scorers  with  26.
